The  str.nuTM  thing  abottt  Ascension  is  its 
form  of  government.  There  i-;  notliing  eUe 
rptite  like  it  hi  the  world.  Bemy  placed  under 
tl»e  Admiralty,  it  was  treated  as  a  warship,  and 
has  been  administered  as  such  ever  ^inre  Its 
governor  im  more  than  a  hundred  years  iias 
been  a  naval  captain,  whose  expenses  have 
been  charged  on  the  books  of  the  Admiral 
Superiniendent  of  Gibraltar. 


The  inhabitants  have  consisted  exclusively 
of  a  crew  <if  marines  and  «ramrn  uitli  ti  r  i 
families  and  a  few  negroes  iiom  Atnca— about 
120  in  all— and  the  routine  and  diacipline  of  a

Willi  a  good  grate,  bul  where  it  is  not  neces- 
aary  an  .immense  amount  ol  satisfaction  will 
accrue  to  thc  housewife  if  these  things  were 
altered. 

If  possible  the  kitchen  biionld  nc\er  be 
entered  directly  from  the  open  air.  (Jr  if  it  is 
more  convenient  to  have  it  so  with  simply  thc 
protection  of  a  porch;  thcii  there  should  be  a 
small  room  to  one  side,  also  opening  on  the 

Eorch  with  a /wash  bowl  (  .Mincrtecl  with  thc 
itchen  pipes,  if  thc  water  is  l.iid  ou,  and  sup- 
plied with  towels  and  soap  where  the  men  can 
clean  up  before  eominj;  into  the  kitdien.  Such 
an  arranffement  will  be  valued  as  much  by  the 
men  as  by  thc  housewife,  for  a  man  likes 
nothinf;  better  than  to  have  a  place  of  his  own 
where  he  does  not)  feel  that  he  is  m  the  way. 
Hot  water  ahould  also  b»-«««tlahte  here  for 
farm  rcqtiircinents.  A  stove  might  even  lie 
installed,  and  it  is  more  than  likely  that  tlic 
housewife  will  annex  thc  place  during  the 
morning  for  her  laundry  work,  but  it  should 
be  with  thc  distinct  recognition  of  its  original 
purpose.  Of  course,  where  a  basement  exists 
this  will  afTord  ain|)!c  room  for  these  reqiiirc- 
nients,  but  basements,  for  many  good  reasons, 
are  seldom  found  m  farmhouses,  particularly 

at  the  rear  (  f  the  house. 

Adjoining  such  a  room,  or  possibly  across 
thc  porch  from  it,  which  will  make  the  porch 

int  1  I  1'  ,  li.tck  entry  li  i  ^inall  room 
should  be  provided  as  an  ottice  lor  the  head 
of  the  house.  A  fa^m  is  a  busine!«s  that  rc- 
(juirc^  -\-t(iii,i;u  records  and  '  '^keeping, 
and  iiolhing  conduces  so  much  to  business- 
like methods  as  having  a  place  where  they  can 
be  carric<l  out.  Thc  housewife  knows  the  con- 
venience of  a  small  .sewing  room,  and  similar- 
ly there  should  certainly  be  a  rOom  where  the 
Iie.id  of  the  bnsincsK  (  .m  do  his  necessary 
clerical  work  without  di.sturbance.  Thc  ad- 
vantage of  having  it  open  on  a  back  entry  is 
<»bviou.«<,  as  access  can  be  gained  to  it  at  any 
time  without  the  need  of  going  through  any 
of  the^ooms. 

Sin  li  .irran^ements  as  the^c  will  do  nnu  li 
towards  relieving  the  farm  kitchen  of  that 
traffic  which  so  often  afRicts  the  heart  of  a 
housewife.  Many  women  in  the  country 
hanker  after  the  small,  well  equipped  type  of 
kitchen  now  so  often  seen  in  town ;  yet  this  is 
sehloin  jiracticable  for  farm  needs.  W  hat  can 
be  done,  though/ is  to  have  a  thoroughly  con- 
venient pantry  with  the  door  opening  beside 
the  kitchen  range.  Then  all  thc  work  of  cook- 
ing can  be  performed  with  very  few  steps,  and 
thc  range  will  still  perform  its  dtial  work  of 
not  (.nl\  (ooking  thc  food,  but  of  >^arming 
ihc  kitchen  where  for  convenience  sake  thc 
meals  are  usually  taken,  and  which  19  very 
often  a  gathering  place  for  ilic  family.  Such  a 
kiti  hen.  in  fact,  with  the  sink  removed  to  thc 
pantry,  and  thc  problem  of  thc  men's  use  of  it 
solved  as  just  suggested  may  be  made  a  \  cry 
pleasant  room  where  the  range  will  a<l(l  to  thc 
cheer  rather  than  detrai  t  from  it.  Sunny  win- 
dows, pleasantly  tinted  walls  and  some  rag 
rugs  on  the  linoleum  where  the  wear  comes 
most  will  make  the  farm  kitchen  thc  hapjiy 
place  it  ought  to  be. 

The  ])antry  then  will  next  rcfpiirc  thought- 
ful planning,  iov  here  at  last  we  come  to  thc 
housewife's  workroom  where  nourishhig  and 
attractiv  e  f>  lod  is  prepared  for  the  sustenance 
of  the  household.

Co-operation  in  Bce^ 
keeping 

N'W  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
at  (  )ttawa  is  intending  to  investigate, 
more  fully  than  hitherto,  the  comli 
tions  required  for  successful  beekeeping  in  this 
Province-,  it  i  -  hi>,;h  time  w  <■  \\..k,-  t.i  the  fact 
of  our  want  ol  co-opcralioii  and  organization 
in  this  industry  on  the  Island.  There  are  a 
large  number  of  beekeepers,  all  more  or  less 
enthusiastic,  who  are  afraid  to  increase  their 
colonies  to  any  great  extent,  owinj^  to  the  lack 
of  anv  s\stem  of  co-operation. 

W  hat  we  want  is  a  local  assoeiation  \vhich 
will  not  only  help  ilic  beginner,  but  give  prac- 
tical advice  and  help  to  all  beekeepers  who 
re(|uirc  same,  and  in  s,i  doing  enable  them  to 
get  the  maximum  honey  crop,  and  ihcn,  most 
important  of  all,  have  a  .sound  organisation  for 
putting  it  on  the  market. 

I  hc  largest  stores  in  \  ictoria  do  sell  a 
quantity  of  B.  C.  honey,  but  the  majority  of 
small  stores  sell  .\merican  ami  New  Zealand 
honey,  and  this  honey  is  sold  at  about  5c  less 
then  B:  €;  -  honey,  sometimes  for  the  same 
price  .\nyone  !ia-  only  to  taste  the  different 
kinds  to  find  that  there  is  no  comparison — B.  C. 
honey  is  absolutely  a  thing  apart  with  its 
delicate,  delicious  flavor  and  aroma. 

Now  the  apiarists  acrf>ss  the  line  sell  their 
honey  from  9c  to  10c  per  pound  retail,  and 
from  4c  to  Sc  wholesale.  This  is  bought  by 
the  middleman,  {>ut  up  in  12  h"iu  v  jars 
and  -stdd  in  liritish  Columbia  lor  3Uc  a  jar — 
sometimes  even  35c.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  know  who  gets  the  |)rofit,  certainlv  not  tlie 
beekeepers,  nor  yet  the  storekeeper,  though  he 
gets  a  little  more  profit  for  this  than  he  docs 
f(tr  handling  I!.  C.  honey.  If  L'.  honey  is 
worth  30c  a  jar,  U.  C  honey  is  worth  50c,  yet 
we  only  ask  35c,  and  are  quite  content  with 
that  price.  * 

In  Victoria  right  now  there  arc  hundreds 
of  pounds  of  delicious  honey,  which  the  store- 
keepers woidd  have  b(niglu  if  it  had  been 
brought  to  their  notice.  One  of  our  largest 
stores,  before  stocking  this  season's  houev 
waited  for  local  quotations,  and  none  being 
forthcoming,  sent  all  the  way  to  the  <  )kan 
agan.  Two  other  stores  got  flieir  supply  from 
Vancouver.  This  is  simply  be(  aiise  there  was 
no  organization  here  fi>r  handling  and  dispos- 
ing of  our  local  crop  of  lirst-class  honey.  VVc 
are  sure  the  large  stores  would  stand  by  us, 
and  buy  right  here  at  home,  and  it  only  re- 
mains for  some  co-opcraiioii  to  be  formed  to 
this  end. 

There  is  no  doubt  thc  honey  producc<l  on 
the  Island  is  of  a  very  superior  quality,  and  is 
remarkable  for  its  flavor  and  density.  Perhaps 
owing  to  the  dryness  of  onr  climate,  thus 
obviating  thc  necessity  of  so  much  condensa- 
tion in  the  hives;  but  whatever  the  cause,  the 
fact  remains  that  our  Island  honey  has  no 
superior  and  \  cry  few  e<pials  anywhere. 

W  e  all  know  what  thc  poultry  industry  was 
before  any  co-operation  was  introduced,  and 
even  now  there  is  a  treineiHlons  amount  to  be 
done  in  this  line,  a.s  anyone  will  realize  who 
reads  Mr.  Sapiro's  address  to  Okanagan  fruit- 
growers, in  his  reference  to  the  egg  market  of 
i."alifornia.  \V  c  also  know  thc  dire  results  of 
want  of  organization  and  co-operation  among 
the  frnitgrowcrs  |,ct  us  begin  now  in  this 
comparatively  new  industry  of  honey  produc- 
tion, and  start  right  by  pulling  together,  and 
we  shall  get  somewhere,  inst.  of  all  stand- 
ing apart  doing  nothing  and  getting  nowhere. 

Preparing,  tor  the  19  J  J

I'.xperimental  Farms  Note. 

WITH  the  bees  all  fe<l  and  |>acked  away 
in  Winter  quarters,  the  beekeeper 
who  would  make  the  most  use  of* his 
time  an«l  labor  in  the  apiary  next  season  will 
do  well  to  make  all  the  preparations  possible 
before  the  active  season  commences,  and  the 
long  Winter  uiciutlis  otTer  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity to  put  everything  in  readiness  for  the 
crop  of  1%3, 

The  beekeeper  should  have  enough  sup- 
plies on  hand  to  take  care  of  a  maximum  croji 
next  year.  I'Or  ev  ery  colony  of  bees  put  away 
for  the  Winter  he  should  allow  enough  super 
room  for  surplus  honey  to  e<,i  al  at  1.  ast  ihree 
full  depth  Lanj-jstrotii  supers,  ffe  should 
also  allow  one  hive  complete  for  every  colony 
increase  he  intemis  to  make  In  localities 
where  thc  main  honey  flow  c<^ncs  late  iii  thc 
season  and  increase  can  be  made  early  enough 
so  as  to  build  up  the  new  colonies  iu  time  for 
the  m.iiii  flow .  th^-samc  number  of  supers  will 
be  retpiired  for  the  new  as  for  the  old  colonies. 
W  here  the  increase  is  ma<le  .luring  ..r  after 
the  main  flow,  no  supers  will  be  required  un- 
less .1  ^ood  Kail  flow  is  expected.

Honpy  cLiid  Somp  oi  Its 
Uses  , 

HO.\l%\  IS  the  nectar  of  flowers  gathere«l 
and  modified  by  several  insects.  es})e- 
cially  by  thc  h.mey  bee.  Chemically 
honey  consists  of  sugar  about  75  per  tent, 
water  15  per  cent,  with  small  quantities  of 
mineral  matter  and  other  istances.  such  as 
protein,  acid  and  volatile  oils.  Very  little, 
about  1  to  2  per  cent,  of  the  sugar  contained 
in  honr\  is  sucrose,  or  l  anc  sugar,  the  or- 
dinary bugar  of  conimerce;  the  rest  of  it  is 
dextrose  and  levulose,  or  invert  sug«ars  jiro- 
duced  in  thc  first  stage  of  digestion  of 
sucrose.  The  tv<o  invert  su^jars  are  present 
in  about  equal  proportions,  but  may  vary 
slightly  according  to  thc  source  of  the  honey. 
Som^imes  the  two  sugars  separuto,  and  we 
find  tne  dextrose  granulated  in  the  bottom  of 
the  containers,  while  the  levulose  remains 
liquid  on  top.  Honey  varies  in  color  from  the 
different  sources;  thus  we  have  a  water-white 
honey  from  the  chners  ami  firewced,  amber 
honey  from  dandelion  and  fruit  bloom,  while 
from  buckwheat  it  is  very  dark,  almost  black. 

Honey  is  nstully  marketed  in  two  forms: 
Comb  honev  and  extracted  honey.  Comb 
honey  is  a  fancy  product  and  appeals  to  many 
consumers  because  of  its  natural  appearance. 
.Sections  filled  with  the  white  hone\  s  are  most 
desired.  ICxtracletl  honey  is  produced  more 
economically,  as  the  honey  is  removed  from 
the  combs  by  centrifugal  force  an<l  the  coml)s 
arc  again  used.  .  I%xtractcd  honey  is  usually 
put  up  in  half  pound  and  one  pound  l>ottles 
or  two  ami  one  half.  l"i\e,  ten.  thirty  and  sixty 
|)ound  tins.  Practically  all  honey  produced 
in  Canada  granulate-,  soon  after  extracting, 
but  this  does  not  affect  its  (pialitv  in  the  least, 
but  makes  it  easier  to  haiiille.  The  i<lca  that 
granulate<l  honey  is  adulterate*!  is  erroneous. 
Crranulated  honey  can  be  brought  back  to  its 
li(|iiid  state  by  gently  heating  to  l.s5  degrees 
l-arlienheit,  a  higher  temperature  than  this  is 
likely  to  darken  the  honey  ami  affect  its  flavor. 

Honey  should  be  stored  in  a  dry  place,  as 
it  readily  absorbs  moisture,  which  in  turn  will 
cause  'fermentation. 

Honey  is  a  food  which  prc»duccs  heat  aiwl 
energy.  It  is  in  concentrated  form  and  ready 
for  use  at  all  times.  There  is  no  waste,  as  well 
'ripened  honev  will  keep  in  go.>d  condition  for 
a  reasonable  length  of  time  |)rovi<led  it  is 
stored  in  a  suitable  place.  Honey  is  an  excel- 
lent fond  for  children  and  a<lults.  and  should  " 
hnd  a  place  in  thc  daily  menu;  it  readily  takes 
the  place  of  jams  or  preserves  or  as  an  or- 
dinary sprca<I  U|>oii  bread 

In  cooking,  honev  can  be  used  instead  of 
sugar,  and  has  the  advantage  of  keeping  cakes, 
hreafl  or  biscuits  fresh  and  moist  for  a  longer 
time.  Honey  also  gives  satisfactory  results 
when  used  in  making  cookies,  candies,  ice 
cream,  etc.,  and  for  sweetening  fruit  drinks, 
such  as  lemonade;  it  can  also  be  used  for 
preserving  certain  fruits.  ^fn  cxcellen? 
vinegar  can  be  luaile  fr.  itii  honey,  and  it  is  als<i 
one  of  the  chief  constituents  of  cough  medi 
cines  and  other  remedies.— C.  D.  Gooderhatn, 
Dominkm  Apiarist. 

Roup  in  t  owls 

Roup  presents  itself  in  various  forms.  V  cry 
frequently  and  usually  it  attacks  thc  lining 
membrane  of  the  nasal  passages  and  the  back 
part  of  the  mouth  causing  a  profuse  discharge 
of  a  thin  greyish  mucus  from  the  nostrils.  It 
always  has  a  tendency  to  firy  ahoMi  the 
nostrils,  and  causes  difficult  breathing.  Some- 
times an  accumulation  of  thick  cheesy  pus 
forms  in  the  cavity  below  the  eye.  where  it 
causes  a  bulging  tumor  the  size  of  a  pea  and 
even  a  little  larger  \  form  sometimes  at- 
tacks the  throat  and  entranc  e  to  the  w  indpipe 
vvherc  a  collection  of  pus  tiuallv  becomes  so 
large  that  the  fowl  is  no  longer  able  to  breathe, 
and  dies  of  suffocation. 

The  treatment  of  roup  is  not  vcty  satis- 
factory. Treattitent  of  the  flock  is  of  very 
little  \  alur,  .md  iiidi\  i.In.il  1 1  e.itiiieiit .  as  a  rule, 
requires  so  much  time  that  the  average  farmer 
does  not  care  to  attempt  it.  When  only  a  few 
fowls  arc  attacked,  ihey  may  be  treated  in- 
dividually by  bathing  the  nostrils  in  ,warm 
water  *or  a  long  enough  time  to  soften  the 
dried  accumulation.  This  always  makes 
breathing  easier.  The  next  step  is  the  injec 
tion  of  a  mild  disinfecting  solution  into  the 
nostrils  by  mcrtus  of  a  medicine  dropper.  A 
5  per  cent  sohition  of  l)orir  acid.  <.i  a  few 
crystals  of  permanganate  of  potash  added  lu 
a  pint  of  tepid  water,  may  be  used  for  tMrpvr- 
pose.  After  the  nostrils  have  l»een  treated,  the 
rear  part  of  the  month  may  be  swabbed  with 
the  disinfecting  solution.    The  swab  stioald

or  buried.  The  pens  and  houses  should  be 
disinfected  at  freqtn  ii!  .  .  using  a  solu- 

tion .of  catholic  acid,  twelve  tal*lespoonfuls  |>er 
gallon  of  water.  A  spray  pump  which  main- 
taill^  ,1  l  udi  enough  pressure  to  drive  the 
disuil»ctant  into  every  crack  and  corner  is  the 
best  means  oi  applying  the  disinfectant 


Rations  for  Laying  Hens 

A  mash  composed  of  ground  grains,  or 
their  by-products,  and  some  form  of  animal 
protein  is  an  essential  part  of  a  ration  for  lay- 
ing hens.  The  reason  is  that  birds  producing 
eggs  cannot  assimilate  enough  nutriment 
from  whole  or  cracked  grains  to  supply  thc 
maxiinuni  need.  W  hen  the  grain  is  ground, 
little  work  is  required  of  the  gizzard,  and  much 
more  of  the  feed  can  be  used  in  maMng  flesh 
or  eggs. 

Thc  scratch  grain  part  of  the  ration,  how- 
ever, is  needed  to  give  the  gizsard  something 
to  do  in  order  to  keep  the  birds  in  health,  l-'or 
laying  hens  thc  scratch  gfain  thrown  in  the 
litter  provides  an  incentive  to^needed  exercise. 

It  was  once  thought  that  the  mash  should 
be  fed  wet  to  produce  the  best  results,  but  ex- 
puimeuls  hare  proved  that  m  spite  of  the 
slightly  better  palatability  of  the  wet  iced,  the 
convenience  of  feeding  it  dry  overbalances 
any  slight  gain  in  production.  I'ceding  it  dry 
is  now  the  usual  method.  .  Digestibility  is  not 
increased  by  wetting. 

The  principal  objection  to  the  wet  mash  i& 
that  it  requires  too  much  labor.    It  must  be 

inoistene<l.  then  carried  to  the  hens  once  a  day, 
and  the  troughs  must  be  cleaned  after  each 
feeding.  Cleanliness  is  absolutely  essential, 
because  indigestion  and  diarrhea  will  . 
from  feeding  in  dirty  troughs.  Un  the  other 
hand,  the  dry  mash  hopper  may  be  filled  once 
a  week  or  even  less  frequently,  and  needs  no 
further  attention.  Hens  do  not  overeat  of  dry 
mash  as  they  sometimes  do  of  wet  feed. 


Carrots  for  Stock 

\\  ere  it  not  that  carrots  require  a  good  deal 
of  weeding  and  hand  hoeing,  are  comparative- 
ly light  in  v  icld  :ind  do  not  grow  well  on  all 
kinds  of  soil,  tlie.sc  roots  would  be  much  more 
commonly  produced  on  the  farm.  It  has  been 
shown  by  the  agricultural  chemists  that  yel- 
low carrtjts  arc  particularly  rich  in  necessary 
vitamines,  and  in  those  elements  they  are 
superior  to  white  carrots,  just  as  yellow  corn 
is  now  known  to  be  superior  to  white  corn  for 
the  same  reason.  White  carrots,  however, 
have  also  gi>  en  good  results  in  feeding  as  will 
be  seen  later. 

Horses  of  all  ages  relish  carrots  and  they 
arc  i>articnlarly  valuable  as  an  adjunct  feed 
for  these  animal-.  W  hen  the  coat  tends  to 
harshness  and  the  skin  to  become  hiilebouiid, 
feed  carrots,  or  use  them  as  a  preventive  of 
such  conditions.  Start  thc  fee-lin-  slowl\ 
Ke<l  too  freely  at  lirst  they  may  cause  scour- 
ing. W  ash  the  roots  to  remove  sand  and 
earth.  .Allow  one  or  two  at  first  and  chop  the 
HMits  into  large  pieces.  Roots,  chopped  too 
small  induce  bolting  without  due  mastication. 
Adding  dry  bran  promotes  chewing. 

Watch  the  bowels  and  increase  the  amount 
of  carrots  allowed  until  a  slightly  relaxed  con- 
dition is  noticed.  Do  not  cause  <liarrhea. 
Try  to  have  some  carrots  on  han<l  for  horses 
that  are  not  thrifty  or  arc  sick.  Thev  stimu- 
late appetite,  often  are  eaten  when  the  horse 
refuses  other  feed  and  always  prove  bene- 
ficial when  judiciously  fed.  I'nfortnnately, 
it  is  also  a  fact  that  some  horses  that  need  car- 
rots most  will  not  cat  them  W  hen  tli.it  oc- 
curs, some  hiiely  chopped  carrot  mixed  with 
crushetl  oats  .nid  bran  usually  will  be  eaten, 
ami  by  gradually  increasing  the  amount  of 
roots  a  relish  for  it  may  in  time  be  cultivated. 
Carrots  are  not  of  much  economic  value  as  a 
feed  for  dairv  cow^,  but  are  more  nutritious 
than  beets.  They  arc  excellent  for  sheep  feed- 
ing, and.  like  rutabagas,  offset  the  infurious 
constipating  effect  of  dry  roughage  and 
restricted  exercise  in  Winter  and  early  Spring. 

White  Belgian  carrots  gave  a  British  lamb 
feeder  much  Ixtter  results  than  Swedish 
purple-top  turnips.  Lainbs  relished  them 
much  better  and  ate  far  less  grains  and  oiU  ake 
when  thev  were  fed  This  amounted  to  ,i  sav- 
ing of  one-half  the  cost  of  grain  and  oil  cake 
The  lambs  also  became  fit  for  the  butcher 
earlier  and  attained  greater  weight  and  better 
quality  than  when  fed  on  any  other  root.

Moisture  is  taket|  up  by  plants  throngh 

their  small  fce<Iing  roots  or  r.MitIet«.  and  it  is 
lost  by  evaporation  through  the  surface  of  the 
foliage  or  leaves.  In  trannplanting.  If  any  of 
the  fine  rootlets  are  lost,  thc  siipi)l\  of  mois- 
ture'to  the  foliage  is  reduced  accordingly  and 
necessarily  the  plants  wilt.  To  prevent  this 
wilting  and  start  grovMh  as  promptiv  as  pos 
siblc.  water  is  injured  around  the  roots  before 
the  earth  is  entirely  filled  in.  and  sometimes 
the  '  '  r/-  or  fop^  are  partiv  cut  hac  k  when 
the  iia:is|,,.inte<l  subject  is  oi  a  nature  to  per- 
mit it.  ( )thrr  methods  are  to  shade  the  plants 

from  »^n--     ■■■<\  ;n)d  protect   from  wiods  lo#  • 
few  day.s  to  reduce  evaporation 

Many  gardeners,  who  thmk  they  arc 
<  o'lC,  do  not  undersumi  the  underlying 
laws  of  the  chemical  and  mechanic  i'  t  rsses 
and  actions  which  take  place  in  .i  growing 
plant.  Water  is  imp<jrtant  because  all  chem- 
ical elements  entering  a  plant  must  br  in  sedu-

Warm  Barns  for  Dtiry 

Cows 


L  iilikc  I  1.  1m  .  f  animal,  or  other  farm 
animals,  ihe  dairy  cow  is  not  blessed  with  a 
thick  covering  of  flesh,  says  Horace  M.  Jone«, 
ext<;nsion  <lairy  s[)ecialist  at  South  Dakota 
State  College.  Her  substance  goes  into  the 
milk  pail  and  the  natural  protection  of  which 
^lie  is  thus  deprived  must  be  supplied  in  some 
otliL'r  way.  The  only  solution  ia  to  have  a 
warm  barn  with  no  drafts  and  with  a  fairly 
even  temperature. 

To  make  a  barn  warm  does  not  mean  the 
outlay  ol  much  iiioney.  W  arm  barns  may  bo 
constructed  or  remodeled  from  old  bams. 
^  d.hn  ■  .  !a\ er  of  build'iiL:  pai)er,  banking  vvith 
stiaw  ,  ol  budding  Willi  sod  will  provide  warm 
and  comfortable  quarters.  The  important 
features  of  \\^\\\  '  c  ntil.ition  BMMi  ttOC  Im 
overlookeil  m  the  d.oi\  barn. 

When  driving  through  the  country  it  1* 
interesting  to  notice  the  number  of  window  s 
in  barns  where  dairy  cattle  are  kept.  The 
average  number  of  windows  per  cow  is  low. 
\  barn  should  have  all  the  windows  that  ita 
construction  will  permit  Those  who  have 
studied  the  matter  state  that  in  order  to  main- 
tain the  health  of  the  cow  so  that  she  will 
produce  her  maximum,  a  dairy  cow  must  ha\<? 
an  amount  of  light  that  is  admitted  through 
four  scpiare  feet  of  glass.  THiametnt  at  least 

live     .V  IJ  j)anes  per  cow. 

Many  dairymen  disregard  ventilation. 
Some  bams  are  Built  tightly   and    make  no 

I)ro\isiou  for  circulatitin  of  air.  The  average 
cow  requires  60  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute. 
A  flue  one  foot  by  two  feet,  inside  measure- 
ments, will  remove  thc  foul  air  given  off  b^ 
ten  cows.  .\o  dimension  of  a  foul  air  flue 
should  be  less  than  12  inches.  The  si/c  neces- 
sary for  larger  and  smaller  herds  of  dairy 
cattle  may  be  hgured  on  the  same  baaia. 


Shrinkage  in  btorvd  Hay 

AI-M()ST  every  buyer  of  baled  hay  has 
fell  either  annoyed  or  elated  at  finding 
the  actual  weight  of  the  bale  he  ha.s 
piirJi.i~ed  eithei  more  or  less  than  the  tagged 
weight.  Uf  course,  thc  popular  opinion  is  that 
the  actual  weight  of  the  bale  is  more  often  les.s 
than  if  is  more  than  thc  tagged  weight.  There 
is  some  measure  of  truth  in  this  contention, 
btit  often  no  injustice  is  being  done  thc  person 
who  buvs  a  bale  of  hay  which  actually  weighs 
a  very  few  pounds  less  than^e  tagged  weiglit 
that  has  been  paid  for. 

Let  us  consider  just  what  shrinkage  con- 
sists of  and  when  the  greatest  amount  of  it 
occurs.  The  making  of  hav  from  the  freshly 
cut  forage  plants  consists  chiefly  in^  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  moisture  content  from  approxim.ite- 
ly  f)5-75  per  cent  to  from  12-15  per  cent. 
When  the  newly  cured  hay  Is  stored  in  the 
barn  or  stack  it  goes  through  a  process  that  is 
generally  termed  "sweating, '  during  which 
process  still  farther  moisture   is  lost.  Of 

course,  wc  have  other  (  hanges  going  on  as 
well,  but  the  thing  1  w  ish  to  bring- out  is  that 
shrinkage  in  weight  during  the  wTlole  process 
of  curing  h.i\  (onsists  .tluiost  entirely  in  the 
loss  of  water  and  not  in  food  constituaits.  If 
only  properly  cured  hay  has  been  baled  no 
al.irm  or  ,inno\;ince  slu»uld  be  felt  at  a  small 
variation  from  the  original  tagged  weight. 
This  variatk>n  is  water  and  not  food  material 
nii'l  the  bale  has  ]\\^\  as  high  feeding  valfM  M 
when  hrst  put  up  and  weiglie<l. 

By  properly  cured  hay  is  meant  hay  that 
has  been  properly  handled  previous  to  behig 
put  in  the  barn  ,ind  has  siibsetpiently  gom; 
through  thc  sweating  process,  which  is  nor- 
mally ended  in  about  a  monthr  after  storage. 

There  are  (  .isr-.  however,  where  hay  is 
baled  before  going  through  the  entire  curing 
process.  In  such  instances  the  original  bale 
<Ioes  not  contain  all  of  the  food  constituents 
that  it  should  because  of  the  excess  moisture 
it  carries.  The  shrinkage  in  such  hay  does 
represent  a  loss  that  the  buver  has  a  legit- 
imate right  to  complain  of.  The  looseness  of 
the  binding  wires  often  indicates  hay  baled 
before  being  properly  cured,  and  where  this 
occurs  the  buyer  is  well  advised  to  check  n|» 
all  tag  weights  and  if  possible  buy  only  by 
actual  weight  at  time  of  delivery. 

Where  hav,  either  loose  or  in  bales,  is 
bought  according  Jo  weight  at  time  of  delivery 
thc  last  cent  in  value  can  be  obtained  by  pur- 
chasing after  a  long  dry  period.  To  thc  seller 
«.»f  hay  the  reverse  would  hold,  the  greatest 
weight  of  a  given  quantity  of  cared  hav  being 
after  a  prolonged  jieriod  of  damfi  weather.  As 
both  the  buyer  and  seller  cannot  be  accom- 
modated at  the  same  time  in  this  matter,  thc 
fairest  thing  to  do  i>  f,,r  the  producer  to  see 
that  only  thoroughly  cured  hay  is  baled,  and 
for  the  consumer  to  accept  the  tag  weight  of 
such  hay  knowing  that  he  is  getting  the  fofxl 

value  he    is  paying    for.—O.    i\  McKostie, 
Dominion  Agrnstologist. 

Feed  Cows  Liberally

Associations  in  Colorado  completing  work 
during  the  ^  ear  l'^2l-22,  the  folkxwinf  informa- 
tion iH  obtained : 

Where  the  average  cost  of  feed  per  cow 
was  |3Q  to  $40,  the  vakte  Of  produce  over  fee<I 
costs  was  $71.19  per  cow  ;  a  feed  cost  of  $41) 
to  $.S0  produced  a  surplus  uf  $75;  $60  to  $7U 
worth  of  feed  per  cow  gave  a  sarplas  of  fSliU; 
.S70  to  .V)0  worth  of  irrd  gave  a  surplus  of 
.$11V.55;  and  in  ber<ls  where  the  average  feed 
cost  was  f90  to  $110,  the  surpliia  above  the 
fce<l  cost  was  %lSUXf,  Seventy-two  herds 
were  tested. 

A  study  of  these  figures  shows  that  witli 
nnilorm  cattle,  the  more  that  is  fed  intelligent- 
ly, the  greater  is  the  value  of  tha  psotet  mw 

feed  cost.

THERE  is  no  reason  to  simpose  that  the 
racehorse  ridden  by  another  man  which 
recently  savaged  the  well-known  jockey 
Victor  Smyth  owed  him  a  grudge,  writes 
Harding  Cox  in  The  Daily  Mail.  It  is  more 
likely  that  the  animal  harbored  an  objection  to 
all  jockeys,  and  elected  to  vent  its  spleen  on 
the  one  most  conveniently  within  reach. 

Having  done  so  to  his  entire  satisfaction, 
he  put  his  best  tout  forward  in  the  race  and 
succeeded  in  making  a  dead-heat  of  it! 

Incidentally,  it  may  be  tnenti«»ned  that  sr>me 
years  back  Otto  Madden,  when  cantering  his 
mount  to  the  post,  was  pulled  out  of  the  saddle 
by  another  horse  and  suffered  the  same  agiin- 
i/ing  experience  as  the  latest  victim  oi  equine 
.-avagcry.  When  a  horse  bites  he  cmahiM, 
lacerates,  and  tears  at  the  aame  time.  The 
effect  is  truly  appalling. 

Kinks  in  the  dispositions  of  horses  and  dogs 
may  be  caused  by  eithtr  heredity  or  circum- 
stance 

if  by  heredity,  the  inHuence  may  be  atavic, 
and  the  '^qneentess"  may  not  be  observable 

in  c\ery  generation,  unless  circumstances  are 
such  as  to  foster  the  family  tcait. 

But  th'ere  are  thousands  of  horses  and  dogs, 
horn  witlb  lit  .111.  hereditarv  taint,  which  are 
rendered  highly  temperamental"  by  the  treat- 
ment which  in  meted  out  to  them. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  thoroughbred  which 
lias  been  produced  from  a  long  line  of  its  cnli 
and  IS.  in  consequence,  endowed  with  an  in- 
herent love  of  racing. 

If  start'-  its  cireer  in  possr>;sion  of  an  e\eu. 
eager,  and  courag-^ous  disposition.  But  there 
comes  a  day  when  in  a  close  finish  it  has  put 
forth  the  extremit\  of  effort  to  defeat  its  near- 
est rival  and  is  still  a  bead  to.  the  bad. 

Its  rider  is  what  is  known  as  a  very  "power- 
ful" jockey— tli.it  is  to  say  !i.  an  "punish"  a 
horse  more  severely  than  most  of  his  profes 
>ion.  He  is  an  honest  man.  and  is  bound  to  do 
his  ntniost  to  land  his  mount  first  past  the  post. 
So  he  lift.s  his  whip  and  "laces"  the  unfortun 
ate  animal  with  all  the  vigor  which  he  knows 
ao  well  how  to  exert. 

Perhaps  the  <!finging  agc.nv  mav  cause  the 
horse  to  put  forth  a  .spasmodic  and  ex|)irmg 
effort,  which  ma3r  land  the  stakes;  or.  agam.  it 
ma\     <       the  .mimal  to  wilt  or  swerve. 

In  any  case  the  "punishment"  is  not  likely 
to  be  forgotten,  for,  believe,  me.  horses  have 
long  memories !

\\ .  \\  "  appeared  in  the  preface.  "The  Sep- 
tember Holocaust  ■  IS  a  simjjly  told  little  story 
of  the  horrors  of  the  burning  of  the  town  of 
Hinckley  in  1804  The  care  taken  to  illustrate 
the  volume,  together  with  its  bindinj^^.  in- 
terested me  very  much  The  frontispiece 
j.;ives  an  illustration  of  the  burninK  'of  the  set 
tlemeut  ;  then  comes  a  small  map  showing 
the  burnetl  area.  Queer  little  drawinjjs  of 
".Mrs.  Haty's  Summer  Resilience"  and  "The 
School  House  '  follow,  and  then  a  more  de- 
tailed "Map  of  Settlement."  b'inallv  a  sketch 
depictiuj.^  the  forest  ".\fter  the  I'ire."  .iiid 
another  representing  'Mr.  lierg  s  Store"  arc 
shown. 

The  closiuf^  words  of  the  preface  are: 
"When  in  the  coming  years  this  bitrnl  w  ilder- 
ness  shall  have  been  changed  into  beautiful 
farms  and  made  to  "blossom  as  the  rose."  and 
you.  dear  reader,  shall  pass  en  route  between 
the  Twin  Cities  and  Duluth.  think  of  that  day 
when  the  "heavens  were  rolled  tojj^ether  as  a 
scroll  and  the  elements  melted  with  fervent 
heat." 

I  am  told  that  the  terrors  apd  distress  in- 
cident to  the  September  holocaust  are  still 
.fresh  in  the  memories  of  the  pioneers  of  the 
district,  and  the  little  volume  was  probably 
brouf^ht  out  to  the.se  parts  b\  someone  who 
had  kept  it  as  a  memento  of  the  trials  of  the 
'  early  settlers  of  that  part  of  Minnesota. 

.My  curiosity  was  aroused,  and  1  deter- 
mined to  see  whether  the  Hinckley  hrc  was 
one  of  those  notable  tires  which  I  remembered 
to  have  seen  described  in  the  American 
forestry  works.  I  found  that  such  was  the 
fact.  In  "Forestry  in  .Minnesota"  (.Samuel  li. 
Creen,  Professor  of  Forestry  I'nivcrsity  of 
Minnesota.  TMoneer  Press  Co.,  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
l'X)2»,  the  author  .says: 

NotaMe  Foreat  Fires 

"Forest  fires  not  only  destroy  a  very 

),'reat  .imount  of  property  each  \(;ir,  but  the\ 
occasional!)'  causegreat  loss  of  life.  In  the 
Hinckley  lire  of  IfiW*  (which  was  entirely  the 
result  of  ij.;not  111.  I  and  uej^lect)  there  is 
known  to  have  been  424  lives  lost  besides  a 
large  amount  of  property.  .  .  .**  And  at 
pane  121  of  the  same  book  he  gives  fuVther' 
particulars  of  yreat  hres  as  follows: 

"Anions  the  wurst  forest  tires  which  base 
occurred  on  this  continent  are  the  following: 

".Miramichi  fire  of  1825  This  occurred  near 
.Newcastle,  on  the  Miramichi  River,  in  .New 
Brunsw^ick.  In  nine  hours  it  destroyed  a  belt 
of  forest  eiR;lit)  miles  lon^,'  and  twent\  five 
miles  Wide,  and  almost  every  living  ttjmg  was 
killed  on  that  amount  of  territory.

-Soils,  Inc.  1917),  a  reference  "to  the  Hinckley 
fire  is  made  in  the  following  words  (pape  15) : 
"Minnesota.  —  .\side  frt)m  laws  iirovidin<; 
for  bounties  to  those  planting  forest  trees, 
little  interest  was  manifested  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  ^  ota  in  the  matter  of  i)reserva- 
tioii  and  urutcclion  of  forests  within  the  state 
prior  to  1895.  In  the  Autumn  of  1894  very 
dis.ivtrou-  forest  tlre>  occurred  in  the  north- 
eastern portion  of  tin-  state,  resulting  in

Recent  Protective  Meaaurea 

The  ".\meric;ina,"  in  dealiiiLr  \citli  the 
fire  |)rotection  phase  of  forestry  also  refers  to 
the  Hinckley  fire.  The  quantities  of  books  and 
publications  issued,  tof^ether  with  the  diversity 
of  subjects  treated  must  now  be  very  great. 
Histories  of  forest  fires  should.be  rife  with  in- 
<  iilenl.  e-peci,illy  if  the  e.xpeneiices  of  the  ani- 
mal kingdom  generally  could  be  included  in 
the  narrations.  Our  Province  has  not  been 
lacking  in  forest  fire,  c'atastrophies,  and  last 


the  coast,  in  digging  a  diaiii  ilirough  a  !>wainp, 
the  charred  remains  of  a  iiuge  tmmc  of  a  cedar 
tree  were  found  embedded  several  feet  bdow 
the  surface  of  the  ground.  * 

'V\^  swamps  on  the  Islands  have  recently

Tn  Tiilv  of  last 
year.  Dr.  Ki^t;  had  jinblished  a  j  amphlet  tleal- 
ing  with  the  forest  succession  of  Lost  I.ake, 
near  Cedar  Hill  i  '  <  tiM  Img  of  the  buried 
trunk  of  the  big  ctii.n  in  ilic  swamp  111  thc 
Cowichan  district  should  throw  a  light  on  the 
former  successions  of  vej^etation  of  the  n<  i.  ' 
borhcKxl.  especially  if  it  proves  that  loii^  ago 
a  dense  forest  was  the  dominant  vegetation  in 
an  area  now  a  i-Iki-immh  l.-.^r 

Buried  Forests 

Though  It  may  be  a  departure  from  the 
subject  of  forest  fires,  I  desire  to  mention  an 
.ucount  of  an  intercstii  /  '  i\cr\  of  bnrie<I 
forests  revealed  to  me  tlunng  my  search  in 
forestry  books  for  particulars  of  forest  fires. 
!i  the  "Historv  df  the  I  1  111!  i  Industry  of 
America."  by  james  Elliott  Detebaugh  (1907), 
it  is  stated  that  about  1812  an  enormous  quan- 
tit)  of  white  cedar  timber  (Cupressus  thy- 
oides)  was  discovered  buried  in  the  salt 
marshes  of  the  Dciinisville  swamp  in  Southern 
New  Jersey,  and  the  following  particulars  are 
given: 

.  .  .  In  some  places  it  is  found  so  near 
the  surface  that  fragments  of  the  roots  and 

liraiuhes  .ire  seen  projecting  above  the  marsh, 
while  in  other  cases  tne  whole  is  covered  with 
smooth  meadow  sods,  and  there  is  no  indica- 
tion of  what  is  beneath  till  it  is  sounded  by 
thrusting  a  rcnldown  into  the  mud.  It  is  most 
commonly  found  on  the  headwaters  of  streams. 

"The  timber  which  is  buried  in  the'swamp 

under^i>es  scarcely  anv  chang^e.  and  trees 
which  have  been  buried  hundreds  of  years  are 
as  sound  as  ever.  It  would  seem  that  most  of 
the  timber  which  e\  er  j^^rew  in  t '.iC  i  swamps  is 
still  preserved  in  them.  Trunki,  ot  trees  are 
found  buried  at  all  depths,  quite  down  to  the 
fjravel,  and  so  thick  that  in  many  places  a 
number  of  trials  will  have  to  be  maile  before 
a  soundin).(  rod  can  be  thrust  down  without 
stnkmji  against  them.  Tree  after  tree,  from 
2tX)  to  1,0()()  years  obi,  may  be  fcnuid  I>  inj:: 
crossed  one  under  the  other,  some  partly  de- 
cayed, as  if  they  had  died  and  remained  stand- 
ing a  lotij.^  time  and  then  been  broken  down. 
Others  hail  been  blown  down,  and  some  had 
continued  to  grow  for  a  long  time  after  fatlini;, 
as  known  by  the  heart  being  much  above  the 
centre  and  by  the  wood  on  the  under  side  being 
hard  and  boxy. 

'The  trees  lie  in  all  directions,  as  if  fallen 
at  diflferent  times,  and  their  united  ages,  as 
shown  where  trees  ha\c  grown  since  others 
have  fallen,  amounts  to  .some  thousands  of 
ye.irs.  The  process  of  miniiij.^  this  timber  is  as 
follows:  With  ail  iron  rod  the  swamp  is 
sounded  till  it  hits  what  is  thought  to  pe  a 
gof)d  log.  A  bole  is  <lug  with  .1  sharj)  spade 
down  to  the  log,  and  a  chip  obtained,  which, 
by  its  smell,  shows  whether  it  was  a  windfall 
or  a  breakdown.  H  the  former,  it  was  prob- 
ably sountl  when  it  fell  and  has  since  remained 
so.  If  thought  worth  working,  the  matted 
roots  are  cut  away,  the  log  sawed  oflF.  and 
when  loosened  it  at  once  floats  in  the  water, 
which  is  always  near  tlic  level  of  the  swamp. 

"These  logs  come  up  with  as  much  buoy- 
ancy as  newly-fallen  cedar,  not  being  in  the 
least  water-logged,  and  the  bark  on  the  under 
side  is  quite  fresh.  The  under  side  is  always 
li^ditest,  and  turns  up  in  rising  to  the  surface. 
The  workmen  go  over  the  same  ground  again 
and  again,  and  find  new  logs  each  time,  the 
lower  logs  pfohably  rising  in  the  mud  when 
the  roots  over  them  are  cut  loose  and  the  logs 
which  had  laid  on  them  are  removed.  The  logs 
are  found  not  only  in  the  swamp,  but  also  out 
in  the  salt  marsh  beyond  the  living  timber,  and 
are  worked  below  the  present  tide-level." 

The  geological  explanation  given  was  that 
at  some  time  past  the  laud  must  have  subsided 
or  the  sea  must  have  invaded  the  swamp.  This 
destroyed  the  life  of  many  of  the  treea,  and  in

season  especitklly  has  contributed  its  tjuota  of 
•disasters. 

The  general  public  have  taken  little  warn- 
ing from  the  awful  tragedies  of  the  past.  On 
the  contrary,'  with  the  spread  of  civilization, 
the  fretpiency  of  fires  has  increased.  The  |)re 
vcntivc  methods  of  modern  forestry,  however, 
now  enable  the  authorities  to  cope  with  the 

danger  to  :\n  ever  increasin^j  degree  The 
legislative  IxaIics,  too,  have  arousetl  from  their 
lethargy  and  have  enacted  fire  protection  laws^ 
Am!,  most  re.  ent  <>f  all.  tlic  air  patrol  has  ac- 
com|  lished  much  in  the  way  of  curtailing  the 
extent  of  the  area  to  which  the  fires  can  spreatl. 

Forest  tires  are  lu  .stly  due  to  negligence, 
though  sometimes,  alas,  they  are  the  ir  .-M'<  .f 
criminal  intent,  l  orest  hres  are  also  sai<i  to 
be  due  to  natural  causes,  such  a«  lightning.  I 
have  been  told  id  the  recent  fiinlin;,'  in  the 
Cuwichaii  Ul^lrlcl  oi  c\  idcucc  ul  a  great  forest

Po«tible  Explanation 

The  statement  as  to  the  heart  being  much 
above  the  centre,  and  the  wood  on  the  tmder 
sifle  being  hard  and  boxy,  is  tlir  iirst  time  I 
have  found  a  reference  to  a  charactenUic  that 
I  have  noticed  for  many  years  in  coniferott* 
trees,  but  which  I  had  previously  been  unaMe 
to  see  mentioned  m  any  work.  I  think  it  is 
fascination  due  to  ger)tropic  reaction.

Monarch  of  Fish  Stories 

A  reader  of  The  Colonist,  now  sojourning 
in  Ontario,  forwards 'the  following,  accom- 
panied by  the   pertinent  qiNTfa  these 

tilings  reallv  be'"' 

On  certain  lakes  in  the  Cariboo  district  ill 
the  interior  of  the  Canadian  Province  of  Brit- 
ish t'olnmbia  a  certain  kind  of  fish,  a  vcrv 
large  species  of  char,  is  captured  by  run- 
ning the  fish  down  on  skates  1  This  is  dotte 
in  the  early  part  of  the  Winter  when  the  ice 
is  still  fairly  thin  and  uncovered  by  snow.  The 
man  on  skates  locates  a  fish  through  the  clear 
ice  and  starts  after  it,  movinj.;  in  such  a  w.iv 
as  to  keep  the  hsh  always  between  himself  and 
the  bank  in  fairly  shallow  water.  It  is  a  sp.>i  i 
that  calls  for  plenty  of  speed  and  control  on 
skates,  as  the  tish  darts,  twists  and  turns 
rapidly.  However,  the  fish  tires  in  a  remark- 
ably short  time  and  quits.  The  man  instantlv 
chops  a  hole  in  the  thin  ice  and  hauls  the  big 
fellow  out.  The  char  of  the  lakes  of  North 
.\merica,  salmonidea  namay  cush,  is  one  of  the 
Ifirgest  of  this  species,  and  has  been  known  tf> 
weigh  as  much  as  a  hundreil  pounds. 

On  one  of  the  inland  lakes  in  the  Cariboo 
country  during  a  recent  Winter  season  a  new 
and.  unique  game  was  played  .\  visiting 
hockey  team  from  further  iniand  caiiif  to  the 
lake  to  play  a  game  with  a  picked  team  of  men 
residing  al»out  the  lake  The  visitin^r  team 
won  easily.  W  hen  the  game  was  over,  it  still 
being  early  in  the  afternoon,  the  home  team 
players  remarked:  "You  may  beat  us  at 
hockey,  but  we  have  a  game  you  can't  -beat  us 
at."  They  then  explained  how  the  fish  were 
run  down  on  skates,  and  the  visiting  team 
promptly  accepted  the  challenge.  Sections 
of  the  fake  were  allotted  to  the  two  teams, 
and  the  ^,^^me  began.  In  the  period  allowed 
the  home  team  took  nearly  twice  as  many  fish 
as  the  visitors,  proving  that  experience  is 
more  than  half  the  l)attlc.  It  is  probably  the 
first  and  last  time  in  the  historv  of  the  worM 
that  such  a  game  was  played.— l^  rancis  Dickie.

Latest  About  Stainless  Steel 

btainless  or  rustless  steel,  whicii,  it  may 
be    remembered,    was  invented    in  Great 

I'litain,  Ila^  hitherto  hern  ll.^rd  ^liieflv  for 
cutler v,  golt  clubs,  miriors  and  oth<^  easily 
manuuictured  articles.   \  igorous  effoirs  have, 

howe\er,  been  made  tf>  t-xiend  ii^  use--  still 
further,  and  conaiderable  success  has  attendcil 
the  attempt  of  British  manufacturers  to  over- 
come the  considerable  difficultirs  of  working 
stainless  steel  into  a  variety  of  forms.  A  lead- 
mg  firm  has  now  been  able,  after  a  long  series 
<d  eXpeonients,  to  manufacture  staiiilr-.-i  sle(-l 
tubing.  The  tubes  so  far  produced  do  not 
exceed  fifteen  feet  in  length  and  are  about 
three  inrlu-^,  ui  <liametei,  and  this  triumph  is 
expected  to  be  welcomed  with  enthusiasm 
the  makers  of  condensers  and  similar  appli 
aiurs  wiiere  tubes  are  used  in  conjunction 
with  water  and  steam.  The  corrosion  of  con- 
denser tubes  IS  the  cause  of  so  much  waste 
that,  although  Stainless  steel  tubing  is  likely 
to  |)c  m'ire  expensive  at  first,  it  may  prove  to 
be  much  more  economical  in  the  long  run  It 
is  hinted,  however,  that  stainless  tubiiiL-  i .  I>< 

ing  made  iti  (jnite  a  novel  manner  wlm  h  will 
reduce  the  nuiiiWcr  ot  processes  and  in  con 
sequence  thr-  nianut  icturing  coat.  Another 
important  Kriiish  .ipjilu  ation  of  stainless  steel 
IS  in  the  pioduclion  ol  large  rolls  for  llic 
printing  and  paper  trade.  Rolls  up  to  twelve 
feet  in  length  and  11  inches  in  diameter  ha\(' 
already  been  made  for  this  purpose,  and  an 
even  more  striking  development  is  the  use  of 
stainless  steel  in  diving  suits,  which  have 
hitherto  been  made  of  copper.  The  use  of 
these  suits  will  finally  decide  whether  this 
steel  \\  il!  remain  untarnished  bv  full  ex{)OSurc 
to  sea  water.  Still  another  application  is  m 
connection  with  electric  fires.  A  British  com- 
jiany  has.  produced  ^■.e\  eral  ;  tainle', ',  .-.tec!  fire, 
which  have  the  advantage  that  they  radiate 
heat  with  undiminiahed  efficiency  and  require 
no  -dcewmy, '  ~' 

Slectric  blccl  Making  ijp  lu  Dale 

The  electric  furnace  for  reducing  steel  was 

■i  e<!  \i,  a  ^  (M  \  large  r^feuf  in  Gre.it  Britain 
during  the  war,  especially  in  the  production 
of  special  steels  for  armamenta  and  munitions 
in  general.  Quite  recently  a  British  lirm  1.,, 
introduced  a  notable  improvement  mto  the 
design  and  operation  of  the  furnace.  Instead 
of  one  f  nua  e  working  by  itself  there  are 
two  furnaces,  one  of  large  capacity  and  the 
other  of  small  capacity,  worked  together  as 
one.  In  the  large  furnace  scrap  steel  is  elec- 
trically welded  and  refined  continuously. 
Kvery  now  and  then  a  third  or  more  of  the 
n  iten  steel  is  passed  into  the  smaller  furnace, 
where  it  is  finished  by  electric  heat.  This 
arrangement  is  a  vast  improvement,  both  from 
the  electrical  point  of  view,  4md  from  iIku  of 
the  steel  maker.  The  current  requircil  does 
not  fluctuate  so  violently  as  with  the  ordinary 
furnace,  and  the  steelmaker  is  able  to  obtain 
frequent  supplies  of  small  quantities  of  steel 
(of  different  composition,  if  desired)  at  the 
same  cost  as  in  a  plant  of  large  capacity.  The 

new  fiiriiare  takes  up  Ie>s  room,  costs  much 
less  in  repair,  and  enables  the  steelmaker  to 
use  almost  any  kind  of  scrap.  The  first  unit 
of  th;  wcw  furnae  r  installed  in  a  Sheffield 
work:5  lias  a  guaranteed  output  of  two  hundred 
tons  of  steel  per  week. 

The  Latest  Keel 
The  latest  kind  of  ship's  keel,  known  as 
the  "duct"  keel,  seems  likely  to  become  uni- 
versal in  a  very  short  time.  Two  new  liners 
which  are  to  be  built  in  Jkitish  yards  are  both 
to  be  constructed  with  this  keel.  Its  peculiar- 
it  v  is  that  instead  of  being  a  single  vertical 
l>late,  as  in  an  ordinary  ship,  it  is  in  the  form 
of  a  box-ahaped  girder.  This  girder  provides 
a  clear  passage  from  the  br>w  to  the  stern,  and 
in  this  passage  all  the  piues  for  the  bilge 
water  pumps  and  the  oil  fuel  Supply  may  be

I'.ulgaria,     Roumania  and 
l  urkey  lotalleil  a  value  of  £132,000,000.  In 
the  same  period    we  exported  £195,000/X)0 
wtjrth  of  material  to  British  I'ossessions  and 
£1V7,000,000  worth  to  the  rest  of  the  worid. 
This  means  that  in  1913  only  some  25  per  cent 
of  our  exports  went  to  the  European  cciuntries 
with  which  we  now  find  it  so  difficult  to  trade, 
so  that,  if  we  could  approach  a  pre-war  posi- 
tion with  countries  other  than  these,  matters 
would  look  considerably    more  satisfactory 
than  they  now  do.

It  is  satisfactory 
to  realize,  however,  that  Europe  is  not  the 
main  market  for  our  exports,  as  some  writers 
and  speakers  appear  to -wish  to  imply.— En- 
gineering, Londoh.

It  ha&  hcen  w  isely  said  that  the  art  ol  lilc 
consists  in  comiu|;  to  correct  conclusions  from 
insufficient  premises.  A*he  domains  of  econ- 
omics and  tiad(-  liiriiisli  wide  fields  for  the 
exercise  of  this  art,  but  it  cannot  be  pretended 
that  in  general  the  executants  display  any 
consid  I  !e  mastery  of  their  medium.  W  ere 
firm  deductions  possible  on  economic  subjects 
one  might  be  able  to  say  that  the  trade  of  this 
country  will  be  better  in  1923  than  it  has  been 
in  the  year  just  ended,  or  on  the  other  hand 
will  be  worse,  but  actually  the  only  conclusions 
available  appear  to  be  of  a  vaguely  speculative 
character.  A  somewhat  formless  oiitimism  is 
in  evidence  which  suggests  that  our  period  of 
bad  trade  haa  now  |>assed  its  nadir,-^nd  while 
arguments  ran  be  advanced  in  support  of  this 
optimism  it  is  not  possible  for  anyone  to  pro- 
duce a  considered  demonstration  which  is 
likel\  to  win  any  general  acceptance  'I'lie 
mere  fact  that  there  should  be  any  general  idea 
abroad  that  matters  are  improving  is  in  itself 
of  \alue  in  tli.it  it  tends  to  increase  (  oufidence. 
Aloderu  trading  li,  based  on  confidence,  and  if 
traders  can  be  brought  to  believe  that  things 

are  improving  they  will  improve  as  a  con- 
sequence. It  is  well,  however,  not  to  press 
this  idea  too  far,  and  some  more  concrete 
evidence  of  returning  (>rosperitv  is  necessary

A\*ISrj'r)R  to  London  might  be  pardoned 
if  he  imagined  that  it  had  recently 
been  bombarded  says  a  correapondent 
of  The  Times.  P.uildings  long  familiar 
have  vanished,  others  arc  disaupcaring,  and 
here  and  there  in  the  West  End  and  the  City 
there  are  to  he  seen  gaunt  and  battered  walls 
that  once  enclosed  shops  and  offices.  The 
continuity  of  elegant  facades  is  broken  by  rude 
hoardings  that  enclose  heaps  of  dustv  mbb'r 
Windows  that  once  displaved  desirable  wares 
are  boarded  up,  and  not  mfrequently  the  re- 
turned wanderer  finds  that  his  favorite 
restaurant  is  reduced  to  a  pile  of  shattered 
masonry. 

Put  not  to  high  explosive  are  these  demo- 
litions traceable.  They  are  evidence  of  the 
activitv  of  the  housebreaker,  who  seems  to  be 
swinging  his. hammer  in  London  this  Winter 

to  greater  ptirpo!»e  a^id  in  a  greater  number  of 
places-  than  ever  before.  'I  here  is  hardly  a 
thoroughfare  where  he  is  not  to  be  seen,  hartl- 
ly  a  street  but  echoes  to  the  s«^iind  of  his 
sledge.

hufjged  the  \allcy  of  the  bVaser  River  or  ob- 
tained foothold  along  the  shores  f  \'an- 
couver  Island  wdiere  water  transpouation 
u  as  pracficahh-  \\  nh  the  advent  of  the  rail 
way  the  lH)rde  ol  .settlers  sweeping  Westward 
into  the  Middle  and  Western  Stales  of  the 
I'nion  and  the  IV.iirio  Trovmces  of  Canada 
overflowed  into  British  Columbia,  and-  the 
desirable  patches  of  land  in  river  valleys  and 
on  the  benches  ar.  nnd  iiinnmerable  inland 
lakes  were  homcstcaded  .  by  those  sturdy 
pioneering  adventurers  whose  spirit  was  in- 
domitable and  wlio.sc  endurance  seemed  im- 
possible of  over-estimation.  In  canoes  and 
small  whaleboats  tliey  swept  <lowd  the  swift 
currents  of  swollen  rivers,  exploring  the  bot- 
tom lands  along  their  conrses:  these  were  the 
lefjitimate  successors  of  |)rairie  schoimcrs  in 
the  .Middle  West,  b'.vcry where  they  found 
tribes  of  Indians  ensconse<l.  but  when  the 
Indian  Reserves  were  defined  always  there 
was  some  <Iesirable  land  left.  This  attrartr  l 
the  white  settler.  A  few  acres  woiiM  he 
cleare<l.  a  log  house  and  outbuildings  crectctl, 
a  few  head  of  stock  secured  and  the  beginning 
of  settlement  coidd  be  marked.  These  embrvo 
settlements  enlarged  and  increased,  pack 
trails  would  he  cut  through  the  woods  to  the 
nearest  point  of  communication  with  some 
small  mercantile  centre,  and  the  great  problem 
had  arrive<l.  With  the  granting  of  provincial 
autonomy  at  Confederation  transportation 
problems  were  localized  and  a  burden  relative- 
ly more  costly  than  similar  responsibilities  in 
other  Provinces  was  laid  at  the  door  oi  the 
Government.  ' 

*  Surmounting  Difficulties 

In  the  main  such  responaibilitics  have  been 

faced  witli  a  coiiraj;e  and  efficiency  that  must 
surprise  anyone  who  is  privileged  to  four  the 
outlying  districts  of  the  Province:  In  a  former 
article  of  this  series  it  was  stated  that  agricul- 
tural areas  are  small,  patchy  and  .separated  bv 
great  distances.  These  had  to  be  Iinke«l  up 
with  each  oflu  i  .m,i  „f  them  provided  with 
some  main  line  of  transportation  connecting 
•them  with  arteries  gmng  access  to  coastal 
and  other  market^  begin  this  work,  to 

carry  it  on  until  the  uresent  day  and  to  keep 
it  up  until  the  end  of  time  is  one  task  of  the 
l'nl)lic  Works  Department. 

The  road  maps  of  the  Department  show 
more  than  I.S,0(X)  miles  of  roa<ls  in  the  Prov- 
ince, about  2.S  per  centum  of  which  <re  desig- 
nated trunk  roafls  In  ad<lition.  there  are  some 
H.OOO  miles  of  trails.  .Most  »»f  these  trails  are 
negotiable  with  horse  and  cart,  but  manv  miles 
afTord  nothiu};  better  than  <  .  ,in  foM.,hI('  bridle 
patb^.  Kothwithstaiuling.  the  latter  are  the 
only  means  of  ingress  and  egress  a\'ailahle  to 
small  Communities  of  hardv  srttlcrs  uh.,  have 
homestea<led  in  some  forbidiliuij  hinterland, 
wheie  they  live  at  peace  with  all  the  world. 
I  nemployment  problems  d, ,  not  worry  them.' 
The  news  of  the  occupation  of  the  Ruhr  by 
brain  e,  which  reaches  them  a  week  or  two 
after  the  event,  is  nothin-  m,,rc  than  an  in- 
tcrcsling  pres.s  uem.  The  possibilities  lower- 
mg  over  the  Near  Kast  do  not '  disturb  their 
dreams  It  might  be  difficult  to  find  more 
»^<J«»tcnied  citizens,  voters  and  Uxpayers  than 
an  fooad  M  tke  end  of  some  of  these  trails.

Last  year  the  Deiiartment  employed,  iti  addi- 
tion to  the  I'lihii.'  \\■o^k-^  cni^-ineer  and  his  as- 
sistant, nine  district  engineers,  with  a  comple- 
ment of  road  superintendents,  to  prosecute  this 
work.  I'lider  the  existing  rci;i'iie  district  en- 
gineers are  responsible  for  the  entire  work 
carried  on  in  their  districts.  They  take  their 
orders  from  the  Public  Works  engineer."  At 
the  pitch  of  the  Summer  season  the  Depart- 
ment employ'a  4.000  oiifside  men". 

Numerous  Bridgea 

Closely  iflentified  with  the  highway  prob- 
lems- indeed,  a  part  of  them— is  the  matter 
of  bridging  the  streams  which  cut  across 
roads,  separating  one  district  from  another. 
There  arc  sixty  miles  of  bridges  in  the 
Provinces,  most  of  them  wooden.  Were 
they  all  to  be  placed"  oi!c  after  another 
in  a  straight  line  they  would  bridge  the  dis- 
tance betiveen  Victoria  and  V  anconver  as  the 
crow  flies.  A  contemplation  of  the  amount 
of  work,  c»>nstructing.  keeping  in  repair,  re- 
placing when  dangerous,  constantly  inspect- 
ing and  -feeling  safe"  about  a  sixtv-mile 
bridge  will  show  that  it  is  not  a  task  '  Tie 
nfan.  It  is  the  thef>ry  of  the  I'ublu  \\  orks 
I.)epartment  that,  though  a  road  may  not  be 
all  that  is  desiralde.  a  bridge  must  be' safe  .\ 
traveler  may  put  up  with  ruts,  corduroy  over 
muskegs,  some  risk  on  narrow  ledges  at  high 
altitudes.  He  takes  these  at  his  own  ha/ard. 
Mut  when  he  drives  on  a  briilgc  the  responsi- 
bility for  its  safety  is  upon  the  Government. 
The  ordinary  life  of  a  wooden  bridge  is  nine 
vears.  though  freshets,  log-jams,  with  sudden 
breaking  of  these,  and  a  catalogue  of  other  pos- 
sibilities, reduce  this  average  somewhat 
I'.ridges  are  of  all  lengths  and  designs,  the 
ta.  for  (,{  safety  being  given  first  considera- 
tion and  reasonable  cost  the  second.  • 

Ferries 

One  other  phase  "of  transp<irtation  proh 
lems  engages  the  attention  ..f  the  Public 
Works  l)ej)artment — that  of  providing  ferries 
where  bridges  are  impracticable.  .\l.,ng  both 
sides  of  many  of  the  larger  rivers  and  on  the 
benches  surrounding  numerous  lakes  there 
arc  settlements  who.se  only  commiinkation 
with  markets  or  mails  can  be  made  by  cross- 
ing  the  stream.  To  deny  such  settlers  ferry 
accommodation  would  be  to  shut  them  out  of 
these  settlements,  and  large  tracts  ot  fertile 
land  would  remain  uncultivated.  After  all,  a 
ferry  is  no  more  than  a  moving  bri<Ii^e.  and 
the  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance 
probably  little  more  than  would  !>«  the  case 
were  a  bridge  practicable.  Altogether  there 
are  bfty-thrcc  (.ovcrnmeiil  and  chartered  fer- 
ries |)laced  at  the  service  of  the  public.  Of 
this  mimber  thirteen  rro<;s  the  Im.isci  Kiver 
at  various  points  extending  from  McHridc  to 
Woo<hyard's  Landing.  Nine  trkferse  the 
North  Thompson  ami  foin  the  ("olnmbia 
kiver.  Seven  cross  the  Skcena  ]<i\er,  the  re- 
mainder being  distributefl  among  the  currents

417.  wliile  addititilna!  expcmlitnre  foi  ;,  , 
steamboats,  bridge  tenders,  etc.,  lo  the 
amount  of  $220.2a)  was  involved.'  So  that 
$i.200,^j87  I-.  .1  i.ii.  .1,.  ■  ,^  <  ..1  aiinu.il  expendi- 
ture to  construct,  repair  and  muiiUain  trans- 
l>ortation  facilities  for  the  public.  This  sum  is 
less  than  was  spent  some  years  ago, 
iicii  much  of  this  work  was  initiated.  Vet  it 
is  a  respectable  snm  and  wilt  convey  to  the 
taxpayer  somr  idea  of  the  amount  of  monev 
involved  in  making  and  keeping  a  Province  a 
place  in  which  it  ts  fitting  and  convenient  to 
live. 

Public  Buihlinf^s 

Second  III  importance  .i-.  a  ic.ilnre  ol  puij- 
lic  worka  administration  is  the  construction, 
maintenance  and  lare  of  all  public  buildings 
within  the  l'roviii':c  that  are  the  property  of 
;  .  Government.  These  incbule  (".overnment 
llon';e.  the  Parliament  Buildings,  court 
houses,  prisons,  jails,  mental  hospitals, 
sanatoria  and  Government  agents'  quarters. 
.\11  these  hiiihlim^'s  are  credited  in  the  i)ublic 
accounts  as  capital  a.s.scts.  Certainly  they  are 
as  much  entitled  to  be  so  credited  as  are  com- 
mercial or  ofHce  buildings,  farm  buildings  and 
jiermanent  improvements  of  any  other  kind. 
\\  hiie  schools  are  paid  for — in  whole  or  in 
|»art  -  by  the  I>ep;irtment  of  I'.duca  t  lon .  the 
Public  W'vrks  Department  approves  the  plans 
and  supervises  the  work  of  erection.  For  this 
purpose  an  architect's  branch  of  the  Depart- 
ment is  maintained. 

Probably  the  most  important  feature  of 
'.i  w  ork  is  the  maintenance  of  the  Parliament 
liuilduigs.  Reference  has  been  made  already 
t^  theTuet-that  the*  mam  block  of  thte  ntagnt"' 
ticent  struct  lire  w  a^  opencil  for  ()tiblic  busi- 
ness in  1898.  tiince  that  time  two  wings  have 
been  addcfl,  with  the  ProvinclSl  Library 
P.uilding  l>et\\een.  The  cost  .d  the  whole 
structure  was  approximately  $2,000,000.  Be- 
•side  being  the  pride  of  the  Province,  the 
Parliament  Buildings  and  grounds  are  a  con- 
siderable asset  to  the  city  of  Victoria. 

Many  alterations  have  been  made  in  this 
hnilding  since  its  fust  occupati(in.  The  later 
wings  are  thoroughly  modern  and  as  nearly 
tire|>roof  as  such  structures  can  be  made. 
W  ben  the  main  block  was  built  electrical  en- 
gineering was  in  its  infancy.  The  offices  were 
large  and  people  were  puzzled  to  know  what 
use  could  he  made  of  the  acres  of  floor  space. 
Since  that  time  all  these,  offices  have  been 
divided  and  subdivided,  basenient  rooms  con- 
vert* d  into  draughting  rooms  and  offices, , and 
adapted  for  other  purposes.  So  much  has 
public  business  grown  that  now  the  entire 
liiuidin^'  every  nook  anil  corner — is  crowdeil 
with  officials,  clerks  and  civil  servants,  and 
all  of  these  are  cramped  for  room.  At  times 
the  Legislative   committee    rooms   are  re- 

3uisitioned  for  departmental  work.  The 
ividinT  of  the  larger  offices  necessitated  the 
overloading  of  wires  carrying  energy  for 
lighting  until  the  system  broke  down.  The 
entire  main  block  has  had  to  be  rewired  and 
a  whole  new  system  of  conduits  installed.  In 
addition  to  these  improvements,  steel  fire- 
screen d(X)rs  have  been  plac/rd  at  every  cor- 
riilor  cnt-ofT.  These  doors  operate  auto- 
matically when  a  tire  alarm  is  rung,  and  thus 
every  w  ing  is  cut  off  from  fire  hazard  in  other 
wing^.  The  cost  of  this  alteration  has  been 
considerable,  but  the  reduction  in  xates  of  in- 
surance has  been  so  material  that,  in  the  end, 
a  saving  will  be  effected  in  this  respect,  while 
the  fire  hazard  has  been  reduced  to  negligible

Special  wiring  of  the  exterior  for 
purposes  of  Hlnmination  <m  state  or  festival 
occasions  was  installed  s.,.  ir  \ear-.  ago  W  hen 
the  budding  is  illuminated  thus  it  becomes 
something  much  more  than  "The  Hoale  of  a 
Thousand  Candles."

jcct,  not  e\en  the  figures  of  Dick  Swiveller 
and  iiarok^Skinipole  would  have  been  more 
memorable  than  tne  burlesque  of  "Box"  by  the 
hand  of  C  D. 

But  the  humorous,  the  extravagant,  the 
wildly  picturesque — would  these  have  given  a 
true  and  complete  I'l  trait  of  the  man?  Does 
it  make  any  great  difference  what  kind  of 
clothes  he  wore,  or  how  many  blunders  of 
taste  and  tact  he  made,  even  tragic  blunders 
like  his  inabilit\  to  refrain  from  telling  the 
world  all  about  his  domestic  unhappincss — 
does  all  this  count  for  much  w  hen  we  look  back 
upon  the  wonders  which  his  itnagination 
wrought  in  fiction,  and  u|»on  the  generous 
fruits  which  his  heart  brought  forth  in  life?
